DOES YOUR CITY STINK? 


At long last some action has been taken to crack down 
on the use of over-wet fertilizer which has caused the now- 
unfunny “big stink’ in Upland. 

Residents of Upland, Ontario and other citrus belt cities 
of the West End and of Los Angeles county have long put up 
with this overpowering odor which smells like 10,000 limburger 
cheeses all being cured in the same area. 

Judge George Imhoff fined a Chino fertilizer dealer a total 
of $300 then suspended $200 of the fine. The dealer pleaded 
guilty to violating the Upland city ordinance which sets the 
moisture content of fertilizer which may be spread in citrus 
groves. 

This case should set an example, not just to fertilizer deal- 
ers, but to citrus grove owners that they can be prosecuted 
for allowing their soil feeding activities to become a public 
nuisance. 

We believe there must be other types of fertilizers and 
soil feeders which do not have such a high stench and which 
may be spread just as cheaply.. 

The solution to the problem should be easy. After all, 
it has long been known that Uplanders and most residents 
of the West End have a great amount of civic pride, 

And who would want it said that his city stinks? 

And have it meant literally?

Water Facts 
DO YOU KNOW? 

That in 1923, the first surveys 
and studies on the Colorado River 
Aqueduct were set under way by 
the City of Los Angeles. In 1925, 
the citiens of Los Angeles auth- 
orized a bond issue ot $2,000,000 
to finance these _ engineering 
studies. Many other communities 
recognized a need for water fully 
as acute as that of Los Angeles, 
but as individual cities, they could 
not hope to finance the herculean 
task ot building a waterway from 
the Colorado. 

Largely, through the genius and 
tireless efforts of W. B. Mathews, 
then chief council for the Los 
Angeles Department of Water and 
Power, and J. H. Howard, then city 
attorney of Pasadena, the Metro- 
politan Water District Act was 
formulated and drawn up. After 
lengthy and vigorous opposition, 
the bill was introduced and pas- 
sed by the 1927 session of the 
legislature. 

The Metropolitan Water Dis- 
trict Act is, in effect, the charter 
of the Metropolitan Water District 
of Southern California, It sets 
up the powers and functions of 


the district. It provides a new 
type of municipal corporation 
wherein separate incorporated 


cities may organize a Water Dis- 
trict for the purpose of finan- 
cing and building and operating 
a water supply system. 

Under the Act, the District is 
governed by a Board of Directors, 
each city having at least one re- 
presentative, and no city regard- 
less of size, being permitted to 
exercise more than 50% of the 
governing power. The ‘directors 
serve without pay.

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Proposition 2 Explanation Arguments Given 


This is the second in a series 
of articles on the pros and cons 
on the twelve measures to be 
voted on at the special election 
on November 8. Today’s article, 
gleaned from a digest prepared 
by the League of Women Voters, 
deals with Proposition 2, the 
aged and the blind aid, initiative 
constitutional amendment. 

This measure proposes to repeal 
Article XXV of the constitution 
(Proposition 4 on the 1948 ballot) 
re-instating the Welfare and In- 
stitutions Code provisions in ef- 
fect prior to the operation of 
Article XXV and continuing 
the increased maximum monthly 
payments of $75 to the aged and 
$85 to the blind. The legislature 
is authorized to amend or repeal 
existing laws. 

Effect of the amendment can be 
summarized as follows: 

Abolishes the election of the di- 
rector of the department of so- 
cial welfare. 

Places old age security and blind 
aid programs again under the 
rule-making and appeals power of 
the state board of social welfare. 

Abolishes state administration of 
these programs and reinstates 
county administration under state 
supervision. 

Reinstate joint state-county fin- 
ancing of the programs. 

Eliminates the new class of per- 
Sons, those from 63-65 years of 
age with 10 of last 15 years resi- 
dence in the state from eligibility. 

Reinstates legal responsibility of 


adult children to the support of 
their parents. 

Reinstates limits on personal and 
real property ownership for elig- 
ible persons. 


ARGUMENTS FOR: 

By eliminating the “government 
with a government” created by 
Proposition 4, the executive branch 
of government will be properly 
reintegrated. An elected director 
has removed the department from 
the jurisdiction of the governor. 


The distribution of money pay- 
ments directly to voters exposes 
a department to pressures which 
should be brought to bear upon 
the governor and the legislature. 


The dangers which exist where 
One department of government is 
exempted from the executive bud- 
get and financial control by the 
legislature will be removed. . 


The danger of intimidation of 
political parties will be reduced. 


The lien on all state revenues for 
old age and blind security will 
be removed. Welfare services are 
essential but so are the financial 
requirements of law and order, 
schools, health, etc. 

The amount of aid will not be 
frozen into the constitution where 
it cannot be adjusted. Proposition 
2 continues the payments but ren- 
ders the amount subject to legis- 
lative change according to the con- 
ditions the future brings. 

The association in the minds of 
recipients of aid between the aid 
and the elected director or the 


director’s sponsors Will be elimin- 
ated. 

The potentially vicious provision 
of Art XXV that applicants for 
aid may employ persons to help 
them obtain aid will be removed. 
Dangerous rackets may develop 
out of employment of private in- 
dividuals to help applicants ob- 
tain aid to which they are already 





entitled. 
ARGUMENTS AGAINST 

Proposition 2 will destroy the 
security which comes from consti- 
tutional provision for old age and 
blind security. Security requires a 
sum certain which the legislature 
cannot reduce. Appropriation of 
security payments by the consti- 
tution removes this important 
service from the control of the 
legislature which may not reflect 
the will of the people. 

State centralized administration 
provides more uniform application 
of the programs through the state. 
Eligibility should depend upon 
legal provisions not county varia- 
tions. 

One state administrative agency 
should be more economical than 
58 county welfare agencies. 

The people of California put Art. 
XXV in the constitution only last 
year and it should have time to 
demonstrate its merits. 

The elected director is subject 
to many checks. In making’ ap- 
pointments the director is bound 
as any other departmental! head by 
the constitution. 


Proposition 2 will put back on 





the sote-pressed counties financial 
responsibility for a share of the 
costs of old age security and blind 
aid which Art. XXV removed. 

Security is taken away. from 
the needy in the 63-65 age bracket, 
forcing them on the relief rolls of 
the counties. : 

The “responsible relatives” clause 
is restored. There is nothing in 
the present law to prevent any- 
one from supporting the aged 
members of their families and per- 
sons able to support their aged 
relatives will do so.
